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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of 
the prior art of record fairly disclose or render obvious the claimed hydrogen 
station and a method of operating the hydrogen station comprising the water 
electrolyzer, first and second dewatering device capable of removing the moisture 
from the hydrogen to provide hydrogen in a dry state, wherein while the first 
dewatering device is being regenerated, the second device is used and tank to 
store the dry hydrogen, and in particular none of the references disclose the 
limitation to wherein the regenerating equipment heats said first dewatering 
device to evaporate the captured moisture, permits the regenerating hydrogen 
containing the moisture to flow out of said first dewatering device and removes 
the moisture from said regenerating hydrogen to provide regenerating hydrogen in 
a dry state. 

The prior art of Sasaki patent discloses the electrolysis of water to produce 
hydrogen and the use of the two dewatering devices to regenerate the first while 
using the second (see figure 5 and cols. 6 and 7). The patent further teaches away 
from the present claimed invention, because it states that "since high purity 
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oxygen and hydrogen can be produced just when needed, there is no need of 
storage in tanks, bombs, etc., thus improving safety" (col. 7, lines 20-23). 

The method is further allowable for the step of estimating a power- 
generating time and amount of electric power generated is a photovoltaic 
generator as claimed.
